to all writti n instrument.), (where Slavery does

induce them to vote upon articles relating to 
their essential rights and duties, and vote upon 
article! of:i plain signification, H* expressed 
upon parchment, and mean H different thing 
altogether. It is plaia that this article of the 
Constitution does properly mean bound appren- 
tices, perse:i» sentenced to hard labor, &c. It 
cannot, by hny fair construction, mean ilnvea. 
If the people, who roted to adopt that article, 
had conceived that it meant lUves, the arti- 
cle would never have been adopted. Again. 
second, if, contrary to all reasonable supposi- 
tion, a deception was intended, we still know 
the people roted upon that article, construing 
it according to iti natural nnd obvH.ug|ineaning, 
without searching for any occult meaning not 
expressed. 


Again : \ve alledge, without dwelling upon it 


here, that that article cannot mean slaves. The 
wordi tlava* or slavery U not mentioned in 
that article, or in the whole Constitution, which 
purport* to be adopted to secure the bleating* 
of liberty; that ii, to aeoure the people against 
all ilawary : and w> (Java U held, by an? law. to 
Mrrie* or lator, tat to h«14 by brata fcrw.
